SRC-20/21? containing URC-9? 225-400Mc AM transceiver? 

Oh yeah, I spent a lot of time in the innards of said gear many moons ago 
back when I worked for NAVELEX. Those pubs (if 1970ish version) even have 
many words that I wrote/rewrote to try to help the ETs fix those damn 
things. 


For those who haven't run into these devices - the story I got was that the 
system was originally designed by Collins in mid-1950's for forward air 
control in amphibious landings. MTBF was only 12 hours because if you 
couldn't bring in some other piece of gear by then it didn't matter any 
more. Looked like it could take a 50-caliber round and keep going for full 
12 hours. But because of contracting screwups it became USN's primary 
ship-air comms rig. Carriers had 20+ of ‘em up in the island where short 
MTBF was a major difficulty. 


URC-9 was watertight system - air circulated around the chassis but no 
cooling air/sand/salt introduced to interior - thermocouples in lab 
indicated tube envelopes were close to melting point. 16 watts out of a 
4X150, bunch of crystals providing 25kc(?) channels 225-400mc. Collins 
design - remote autotune mechanical marvel. But xmtr chain was aligned by 
bending tabs on capacitor gang rotors - impossible for mortals. 
Reliability/alignment/repair difficulties made it notorious - even got 
mention in Jack Anderson's column. Replacement being tested in early 70's 
was ARC-42(?). Anyway - racks of airborne gear sitting inside ship hulls. 
Looks like some ships didn't get updated until 1980's with WSC-3. 


Big victory in 1971 when we finally convinced people it was OK to drill some 
holes in the case so the damn things wouldn't melt inside. Field change kit 
included big drill bit. 


Oh boy am I glad I haven't seen one in 35 years!!

I recently acquired off of a list few of you are likely to be on a lot of 

TM's. Most either I already had (some misc TM 11's) or are on some less than 
particularly interesting Navy receivers or test equipment. But two were 
originals of TM 11-200 (SCR-AF-183 through SCR-AN-183 and SCR-AL-283 and SCR- 
AN-283) 

and TM 11-227 (Signal Communications Equipment Directory, Radio Communications 
Equipment). I've been looking for both of these for years. John Scott did 
copies of the latter many years ago and I have one but copy equipment back then 
left some of the photographs somewhat less than optimum. I'll be doing 
reprints of both probably this winter. 


However, and the main reason for the post, there was a civilian textbook in 

the stack that I almost told the seller not to send. "Aircraft Radio And 
Electrical Equipment", H.K. Morgan, 1939, Second edition 1941. Most of it is as I 
expected basic chapters on electricity and electronics as it might be applied 

to late pre-war aircraft radios and electrical systems. But the chapters on 
Commercial Aircraft Receivers and Commercial Aircraft Transmitters instead of 

just having a token one or two example schematics have dozens. At a guess 
probably the majority of what was in use in the commercial fleet at the time. And 
in many cases, there's more than just a schematic. As an example, there are 

six pages and a foldout devoted to the RCA AVT-7B, three for the Lear UT-6 and 

ten for the WECo/RCA W4A transmitters. In the receiver chapter, besides 
communications receivers like the WECo W4A, RCA AVR-7, 7A and several other 
letters, Bendix RA-4C and RA-6, there are also a few radio compasses covered, such 
as the Bendix MN-12A, about eight pages, Lear ARC-6, five pages and Sperry 

Mark I, three pages and a large foldout. I doubt that there would be enough 
interest in the entire book to be worth the effort to reprint it. But if anyone 
has a pre-war aircraft set they'd like a little information on and if it's in 

this book, I can copy the individual pages pretty cheaply.

Hello All, 
Have a problem with a Valiant that has me stumped. 


First sympton was excessive modulator idle current at © on the mic gain, BUT, 
current is normal at 6! 


Signal tracing shows a 13 hertz oscillation with max amplitude at 0 on the 

mic gain and it goes to zero amplitude at 6, then chages to 33 hertz and increases 
again as you go back up to max gain. This is with the 6146 mod tubes pulled and 
no mic connected. 


Transmitter operates normally, looks OK on scope and sounds good on the air with 
mic gain at 6 (mic and 6146s plugged in). 


This Valiant has the clipper and filter removed so it is a 4-stage audio section 
consisting 

of a 1/2 12ax7 speech amp with grounded cathode, an adjustable-gain 1/2 12ax7 amp 
stage with an un-bypassed 560 ohm cathode resistor, a 6c4 amp with an un-bypassed 
2.2k catode resistor, and a parallel connected 12au7 driver stage with a by-passed 
820 cathode resistor. It is resistance coupled up to the last stage which has a 
single-plate 

to push-pull grid driver xfmr to the 6146s. 


Resistance and voltage measurements are reasonablel, tubes have been replaced. 
I can break the "loop" (i.e. stop the oscillation) by removing the 6c4. 
ANy ideas where to go?

> Have a problem with a Valiant that has me stumped. 


It sounds like a motorboat, no? Such low a frequency oscillation is usually 
caused by too much reactance in the power supply. Also, if someone has 
HUGED the coupling capacitance between one or more stages the result will be 
the same, a typical trick of the hi-fi audio crowd. Have you tried 
paralleling the B+ filter cap(s) that supply the circuits in question in 
order to find a too high a series resistance cap? What value are the 
coupling caps?

Arden has good advice, as usual. 


I'm curious about this statement: 
"IT can break the "loop" (i.e. stop the oscillation) by 
removing the 6c4." 


Does that say that removing the 12AX7 or 12AU7 does not 
stop the oscillation? 


An oscillator requires a 360 (or multiple) phase shift 
from output back to input of the amplifier. Each tube 
shifts 180 degrees. Each RC coupling network can shift 

a maximum of 90 degrees. Same thing for B+ RC filters. 
Oscillation occurs when the phase shifts add to 360 (or 
720) and the loop gain is 1. RC networks lower the gain 
and tubes raise it. The loop oscillates at the frequency 
that gives the right phase shift and gain. Ah, a gain of 
1 or greater is required. One gives a sine wave, more 
gives more distortion, like motorboating. 


The fact that the mic gain control can cancel the osc 
says that there is B+ (or corroded ground) coupling to 
the first mic amp. Its 180 shift is what cancels the 
oscillation at the right gain. 


There's no way that the RC coupling for 300-3000 cycle 
communication audio can support a 13 cycle oscillation, 
so I think you have both a faded electrolytic and 0.47 
mfd coupling caps. That's a swag based on the limited 
information (much better than usual, tho) in email.
